-Word haa 
Jnit bean raoeived in this dtj that the 
reaidence of au aged cunpla named 
Moateith, near Ormus, a Whitely ooon- 
tar hamlet, was entered by three matked 
rarglan about mtdnlsnt laat night. 
Thoy bound tha eld people, hand and 
foot with a olothea line, tfnd, placing a 
revolver at the head of each, endeavor- 
ed to compel them to tell wht>re their 
money and valuttbles were tie -ret«<d. 

The old gentleman defied the burg- 
lars, and ezpr^wed a williagne^<B to die 
rather than mirreiidur biu bHvings to 
them, but the old lady, frightened 
almost to death, gave the rubuera in- 
•tructious where tlioy v/ould Hnd the 
key to the bureuu-drawer, in which 
•ome %>'m in money end TalOAbl* 
jewels were placed. 

The key, she saiil, has been hidden in 
a hole ill the wall, and wliile the buig- 
laru were engH),'ed in seiirching lor the 
key which was t<j admit them to the 
treattuio box, the "hired man" of the 
p ace, Frank Borlow by name, a stout 
yonng fellow, I'.i years uld, arrived in 
the dooryard, and, perceiving the light 
in tbe iiiiiise, took in the situation at a 
glance. The lamp was burning on a 
stand near the window. He bei^cd a 
stout club tliHt was iving near, smashed 
the wiiuliiw ii<to fragments, wched 
tlie lamp and eztinguiHhed it. 

The burglars made a break fi)r the 
door through which they had effected 
their entrance. The gritty y(jung farm 
hand grabbed the last one and a strug- 
gle euHued, while the other two burg- 
lars fled. The young man was much 
the stronger of the two and soon bad 
the rubl^er under control, when a ball 
from a revolver, hred by one of the 
other burglars, who had returned to 
look after their companion, svruck him 
in the right shoulder and the brave 
young fellow's armM dropp«<l to his 
side, while the robbers tuok to their 
heels and nad* thdr atoap* acroas tha 
fields. 

The plucky young man entered the 
house, and with his uninjured arm re- 
leased his aged 'employer and wife, 
and then proceeded to rouse neighbor- 
ing farmers, who made a search of the 
neighborhood, but no trace of the rob 
ban ooald be found.

— A special to 
The Ledger from Mount Holy, N. J., 
gives the details of a desperate robbery 
and attamptad murder which was oom- 
mittad in Ifauaflald township, Burling- 
ton eonnty, last night Lonis Oolstain, 
of Ml Second avanue.

He got 
off the train by mistake befura he 
reached Burlington, and no other train 
leaving in a reasonable time he started 
to walk.

CATTLE AND SHEEP FOR EXPORT 
.u^ 

Basnlatlnns for tbe Iimpcctlon of tha 
Santa and Where tha laspactlon Will 
■e Made - Ceasns ■••■ras— Other Me* 
Mte^ Arnas tM NattoMl Capital. 

WASHWaTb'*. Oct. W.— The depart- 
ment of agriculture ye-terday i.ssued 
regulations for the inipection of cattle 
and Mheep for export. Tbe regulaiiona 
leipiire the chief of the bureau of ani- 
mal industry to cause veterinary inspec- 
tion to be mada of all meat cattle and 
Bh««p«ab«i^4MWd from tua United 
States to Qrsat BriUin and Indaad and 
tbe contineht of Etuope. 
^ The iLspet^n will ba mada at any of 
tbi following aamad stock yards: 
Kansas City, Ma. Chicago, Butt'alo, 
Pittsburg, and at tha following ports of 
export vix. : Boston and Charlestown, 
Mass.; New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, aad Iforfolk aud Newport News. 
Va. All cattla abippad from any of 
these yards mtut be tinged before being 
shipped to the ports of export. Cattle 
arriving at ports of export from other 
parts of the United Stetes, will be 
tagged at the porta. 

Aftar inspeotion at the stock yards, 
cattle found free of disease and not ex- 
poeed to4iaease will be tagged under 
the direction of the vatarinaiy inspector 
and sent in cleaned and disinfected oars 
to the port of export. Animals will ba 
re-iiispeoted at the port of axport Rail- 
road oompaniee muat furnish dean cars. 
Claan stock yardaai a also raqaired. No 
ocaaastaamar will ba aUowad tore- 
ceiTe more cattla than it can comfort- 
ably carry. 

Kagulations for tlM inspaetion and 
quarantine of naat aattla. shaep and 
other ruminants, and awtna, imported 
into the United States, wars auo is- 
sued. 

The following named ports are desig- 
nated as quarantine stations: Boston, 
New York, Baltimore, Han Diego, 
Brownsville, Paso del Norte, Blagle 
Pass, Laredo, Nogales, Aroostook, and 
Bangor, Me.: Vermont, Vt. ; Buffalo 
Creek, Niagara. Cape Vincent, C'ham- 
plain and Oswegatcbie, N. Y.; Detrt)it, 
Port Huron and Snpsrlor, Mich.: Min- 
nesota and Dnlnth, Minn., and Pnget 
Sound, Wash. 

All cattle imported from any part of 
the world except North an South Amer- 
ica are required to be accompanied by a 
statamaat from the local authorities of 
the district in which they have been for 
one year preceding the date of ship- 
ment, stating that no contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia, fn«}t and mouth disease or 
rinderpest has existed in the district. 

Al! native cattle imported into the 
United States from any part of the 
world excPi.t North. C'entriU and South 
America, shall be i<ubject to a quaran- 
tine of ninety dayts, aud all sheep and 
other ruminants and swina, to a quar- 
antine of lifteen days. 

In case of the ap|)earanoa of a coUp 
tagiouH disease, the veterinary ins|M'c- 
t<jr will notify the bureuu of animal in- 
dustry, which shall have the station in- 
spected, and on the contirraation of the 
rei»ort, the herd shall be disposed of ac- 
cording to the gi'avity of the affeciitiu. 
Fotjd and attendance and other quaran- 
tine expense-^ must ba providad by the 
owners of the cattle.
